Deification was believed by the ancients %to be 
the ultimate of human progress. 
man, having graduated with honor through the 


four elementary spheres, and the seven angelic 


spheres, was prepared for its apotheosis. < There 
were three spheres of the Gods, through which the 
soul had to pass before it could attain tothe “full- 
‘ness of. the Godhead.” As, in the other spheres, 
the spirit had to prepare itself: for further exalta- 
tion by a sojourn on earth, so, in the spheres of 
the Gods, it had to: become flesh and dwell 
with men. Plato, 4sculapius, Pythagoras, Jesus, 


. Apollonius, and others, were considered as Gods 


incarnate, and as having had extraordinary births, 
proper for such extraordinary beings. . Having 


_| reached this high estate, a fall therefrom subjected 
the unfortunate spirit to the greatest debasement 


—to a place among the elementary spheres, from 
which they had again to graduate by the slow 
process of meritorious action. The Christian 
legend of the Devil and his fallen angels is an 
offspring of this idea, which, however lacks the 
comforting assurance of hope for his Satanic. Maj- 
esty, which was contained in the original idea. 

The Gods incarnate were known. by their won- 
derful power, which transcended the efforts of `or- 
dinary mortals. The power to heal. the sick by 
the laying on of hands ; appearing simdltaneously 
in two places, as was said. of Pythagoras—and 
which power S: B. Brittan claims to possess ; and 
the power to rise in the air, like Habakkuk and 
Philip. Respecting this power—to float in the 
air—the following, from Chambers’. Hncyclopedia, 
cannot fail to be interesting: 

“ Rising in the Air—the name of a belief pre- 
valent in the middle ages), that the bodies of holy 
persons. were sometimes lifted up and suspended 
in the air during the continuance of. a religious 
ecstasy. Calmet states, in his work on Apparitions, 


that this singular phenomenon might be produced 
by the fervor of the Holy Spirit ; by the ministry 


-of good angels; or by a miraculous favor of God, 


who desired thus to honor his servants in the 
eyes of men. Numerous instances are recorded 
in the Acta Sanctorium. St. Philip of Neri, in 
his religious ecstasies, was elevated in the air, 
sometimes to the hight of several yards, almost 
to the ceiling of the room, and this quite involun- 
tarily. He tried in vain to hide it from the knowl- 
edge of those present for fear of attracting their 
admiration. St. Ignatius de Loyola was sometimes 
raised up from the ground to a height of two feet, 
while his body shone like light. Sir Robert de 
Palentin rose also from the ground sometimes, to 
the great astonishment of his disciples and assist- 
ants. In the life of St. Dunstan, it is stated that, 
a little time before his death, as he was going up 
stairs to his apartment, accompanied by several 
persons, he was observed to rise from the ground ; 
and as all present were astonished at the circum- 
stance, he took occasion to speak of his approach- 
ing death. In a recent biography of Girolamo 
Savonarola, it is also stated that, while that martyr 
was in prison, shortly before his execution, he was 
observed once, while in prayer,..raised from the 
ground, and was seen distinctly suspended in the 
air for a short period: «These relations account 
for the frequency. with. which representations of 
saints are exhibited in an aerial position, in medi- 
eval paintings and works of art. -This belief falls 
in with one of the alleged phenomena . of modern 
Spiritualism.” -- oe :

Ancient Ruins in Arizona. 


A PARTY Of surveyorsin Arizona, engaged in ex- 
ploring the country for railroad routes, lately came 
upon some very extensive ruins upon the banks of 
the Little Colorado river. They extend along the 
river for many miles. Some of the walls of the 
buildings are yet in their places, and stand six or 


eight feet high. The streets may be traced for miles. | 


The old irrigating canals and ditches are yet in a 
fair state of preservation and may be traced for miles. 
also. The ground is strewed with broken crockery- 
ware. The party found some nearly whole vessels, 
of curious form. The ware seems to be of a differ- 
ent quality and finer than that found at most of the 
ruins in Arizona. Many of the buildings are built 
of hewn stone, and put up in a workmanlike man- 
ner. To all appearances, here once stood a city of 
many thousands of inhabitants. Who they were, or 
to what tribes they belonged, there is no record left 
to show. On the east bank are the ruins of a large 
structure or castle, covering several acres of land; 
some of the walls are yet standing, to the hight of 
twenty or thirty feet.

MARRIAGE AND Divornce.—The New York Times 
comes out in favor of reform in the laws of marriage, 
which it regards as responsible for a large part of the 
abuses charged against the divorce laws.

METALS IN PROCESS OF FORMATION.—It is morally 
certain that gold, silver, copper, and other metals, 
are now iu process of formation or deposition.

Woman’s Rights—Marriage.

The advocates of 
woman’s rights (all honor to them for what they 
bave done and are doing) have as yet Only begun to 
talk around the edges of the subject, and have only 
proposed, here and there, a patch or a plaster as a 
remedy for the evils of a system fundamentally false 
and corrupt “Every intelligent person is fully aware 
that under de ‘‘common law’? woman is as complete- 
Jy a slave as was ever a negro on a Southern planta- 
tion. And what is the remedy for slavery? Abo- 
‘lition! Not that talk about the ‘‘abuses’’ of the 
system, and even legislative action guaranteeing cer- 
tain privileges to the slave, may not be useful; but 
if so; only as agitative influences looking toward 
the entire uprooting of the system. Whatever leg- 
islation we have had, in various States of the Union, 
calculated to modify the practical working of the 
marriage system, is utterly inconsistent, and only 
desirable as preparatory to the complete er:aanci- 
pation and individualization of woman. 

And we have right here to meet the same objec- 
tions, the same arguments, the same bigotry, that 
have been marshaled in defense of established and 
oppressive systems always and everywhere. The 
danger of freedom is the great bugbear to frighten 
the ignorant masses into compliance with the de- 
mands of conservatism and slavery. How few, even 
as late as this in the history of agitation, but look 
upon freedom with suspicion, if not with apprehen- 
sion and alarm! As though the breaking of chains 
were all one with the letting loose of demons—men 
and women safe to be allowed at large only when 
fettered with manacles forged by the tyrants of a 
sensual and barbarous age! 
conservator of order, virtue, and human well-being; 
never the promoter of violence, lust, or injustice. 
In this particular case, the question lies between the 
tendencies of woman’s nature, aspirations, instincts, 
judgment, and the arbitrary dictation of legislators, 
who, to say nothing of the past, are not remarkable 
for purity of character or life, besides being neces- 
sarily grossly ignorant on a subject so delicate and 
intricate. 

The only right of woman, about which it is not 
mockery and nonsense to talk, is the right to herself. 
As well might you have claimed for the slave on the 
plantation all the rights of citizenship, while ac- 
knowledgiug the rightfulness of his enslavement, as 
to claim for woman the right to vote, while admit- 
ting the legitimacy of her present position in the 
marriage relation. She has a right to vote, precisely 
the. same right that man has; but it is only as a free 
individual that she has any rights at all. To talk 


of woman having a right to an-equal‘ influence and 


power in the management of the affairs of state, 
while she has not a right to the control, in ber own 
ease, Of all affairs of love and maternity (ber own 
peculiar province, we are assured !) according to the 
dictates of herown womanly instincts and judgment, 
is manifestly and glaringly absurd. 

I have demanded ‘‘abolition.”” And I trust no 
reader of The Radical will be so unreasonable as to 
infer that I am opposed to dual relations, or that I 
am in favor of the inauguration of a general system 
of Mormonism, Shakerism, or Perfectionism. I have 
nothing to say of these systems, now and here, save 
to denounce them, so far (and for the same reason) 
as I do the popular marriage—thbat is, so far as they 
involve an infringement of woman’s individuality ; a 
recognition of her individuality amounting (as I 
use terms) to the abolition of each and all of these 
systems. Whatever can be found in the popular 
marriage or any other system consistent with 
woman’s individuality, woman’s nature, (as she un- 
derstands and defines it,) woman’s rights, must be 
accepted. In fact, the whole question involved is 
simply an appeal from one tribunal toanother; from 
popular prejudice and usage, from ideas handed 
down from the dark ages, to the enlightened senti- 
ment and developed nature of the woman of to-day. 

I have no very extraordinary faith in woman asa 
legislator; though it must be admitted that man 
without her help has failed, and that her claim toa 
right to assist him cannot be denied without injus— 
tice and outrage. But I have very great faith in wo- 
man as a mother; that is, when free from the dic- 
tation of masculine tyrants, and the equally mis- 
chievous and impertinent interference of jealousy 
and prejudice in her own sex. I believe that the do- 
mestic and social sphere is emphatically ‘‘ woman’s 
sphere.” Here I am inclined to recognize her as 
queen. And Iam disposed to heap evcry {possible 
degree of contempt and odium upon that mean and 
dastardly spirit that would deny ber equal political 
rights, on the plea that domesticity is her sphere ; 
and then impose upon ber the must impertinent and 
arbitrary dictation in the very department to which 
she has been so officiously and peremptorily con- 
signed.—Francis Barry, in The Leadical,

THE ART OF PRINTING.—Tho Hon. Newton 
Booth, in his Address at the opening of the late 
Fair of the Mechanics’ Institute, delivered at the 
Pavilion, spoke as follows of the art of printing: 


« The idea of printing is older than history or 
tradition. It is so natural and easy, it would have 
been strange if the idea of the printed book had not 
been suggested to Adam; if he had known his letters, 
by his own footprints on the sand. Seals were in 
use before the book of Job (possibly the oldest book 
in the world) was written, and seals, used for mak- 
ing impressions, contain the whole principle of 
printing. Bricks and tiles, covered with cbaracters 
impressed upon the clay before it was burned, were 
common not only in Rome and Athens, but in Baby- 
lon and Nineveh. Wood engraving was brought 
into Europe from the East long before books were 
printed. The printing of playing-cards probably 
first suggested the printing of books, which was at 
first simply wood engraving, each page being printed 
upon a block with raised letters; then the letters 
were separated into wooden movable types; then 
metallic types were cast. Meantime the Arabs—by 
what processes of thought, by what slow stages of 
invention, I know not—-had progressed fromusipg the 
bark of plants, the papyrus of the Egyptian, to the 
manufacture of paper. The method of casting types 
so that they could be easily multiplied, and the 
manufacture of paper, were the real difficulties in 
the invention of printing; when these were over- 
come Hoe’s cylinder press became easy, though it 
took the improvements of four hundred years to at- 
tain it. Nay, THE PRESS, snowing newspapers daily 
all over the land, and sending streams of knowledge 
through all lands, so that whoever is athirst may 
come and drink, as inevitable was the succession of 
the ages when Job had written: ‘It is turned as to 
clay to the seal.’ ”’

THE FIFTH NATIONAL CONVENTION OF 
SPIRITUALISTS. Lo 


This body assembled at Rochester on the 25th 
of August, the day appointed, and organized by 


the choice of Dorus M. Fox, of Michigan, as Presi- 
dent, and a large number of Vice-Presidents. 


Delegates were present from nearly every State 
in the Union. Three hutidred were in their seats 
at the opening of the Convention. Committees 
were appointed upon Resolutions and Permanent 
Organization, who reported during the session. 
The Declaration of Principles and Constitution of 
the new national organization are printed below. 
The entire session was one of great harmony, and 
a-large amount of business was transacted. The 
disturbing elements which have heretofore lowered 


the dignity of our National Conventions were- 


absent from this one; indeed, there was a disposi- 
tion manifested to exclude them, had they shown 
‘themselves. There was no fault-finding with me- 
diums, no setting up of standards of morality, no 
repudiation of physical phenomena, no exhibition 
of tartness on the part of speakers. But the 
whole assembly seemed penetrated by one spirit— 
that of love, and charity, and earnestness. ` More 
real work was accomplished by this Convention 
than by all the previous ones put together. There 
was no Pottering with circulars upon the steps of 


the building where the Convention was beld, 


warning people to beware of such and such medi- 
ums; no quarreling with this or that style of me- 
diumship within the hall; no condemnation of 
Spiritualism in the house of its friends. These 
elements of discord, if they existed within the’ 
Convention, were all hushed and harmonized by 
the superior love and wisdom of the great majority, 
who had gathered there for a specific purpose, and 
would not be turned aside from it. we 


We have not space in our columns for the entire |: 


report of the proceedings, which we find in the 
Banner of Light, but we copy from that paper 
the two most interesting documents adopted by 
the Convention.. The basis of representation has 
been changed to the Congressional one; and the 
new organization takes the name of the “Ameri- 
ean Association of Spiritualists”? Any one can 
become a member of the Association by sending 
his name to the Secretary, Dr. H. T. Child, in Phil- 
adelphia, with five dollars in currency. Only 
regularly elected delegates, however, can vote at 
the annual meetings of the Association. The Con- 
vention was enlivened by songs, recitations, im- 
provisations, trance-speaking by mediums, and 
addresses by normal speakers. 


The daily papers of Rochester, singularly 
enough, reported the proceedings of this Conven- 
tion with impartiality, and without the usual 
amount of slang and ridicule heretofore character- 
izing such reports. This is a notable change, and 
is an evidence of the ever increasing influence and 
advancement among the people of the philosophy 
of Spiritualism. We shall be more and more re- 
spected as our philosophy gains ground, and as we. 
are found to be numerically strong. O

time has. come for concentrated action; while we 
seek after all truth, and believe that in united and 
associative action, under: proper. system and order, 
these objects can-be most successfully reached, here- 
by band ourselves together, under the following 


ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE I.— Name. 


This Association shall be known as the AMERICAN 
-ASSOCIATION OF SPIRITUALISTS. 


ARTICLE LIE.— Objects. 


Its objects shall be to eo-operate with State and 
Local organizations, in the promulgation of the 
SPIRITUAL PHILOSOPHY and its teachings, aid in the 
organization of Local and State Societies, where no 
State Association has been formed, and encourage 
the establishment of at least one National College, 
for the education.of persons of both sexes, on terms 
of equality, free from all sectarian dogmas, where 
our children may be educated in accordanee with the 
progressive developments of the age. 


ARTICLE Ili.. Membership. 


Any person may become a member by signing the 
Articles of Association, or causing the same to be 
done, paying any sum not less than five dollars; 
which amount shall be paid annually thereafter, and 
any member may withdraw at any time, without 
being required to give reasons therefor. The payment 
of the sum of fifty dollars in one year, shall consti- 
tute a persona life member of the Association. 

ARTICLE IV.— Officers. 


The Officers of the Association shall be a Presi- 
dent, and as many Vice Presidents as there are or- 
ganized State, District, Territorial, or Provincial As- 
sociations, the Presidents of such being ex-officio 
Vice Presidents of this Association, and authorized 
to act as such, after signing these articles, and pay- 
ing as above; one Secretary, one Treasurer, and a 
Board of Six Trustees, not more than two of whom 
shall be from any one State, who shall serve three 
years.

UTTER INCOMPETENCY OF VACCINATION. 


While our city authorities were passing an un- 
constitutional ordinance, ordering compulsory vac- 
cination, and appointing agents to execute it, the 
people and magistrates of England were taking 
measures to nullify and resist the execution of a 
precisely similar law. Below we print the evi- 
dence of this movement, now going on in that 
country. It will be perceived that physicians of 


all schools, and men in high positions, take part in 
the movenient. i ; : 


But, before introducing this important docu- 
ment, we will state that we have cumulative proof 
in this city of the utter uselessness, and even of 
the positively injurious character, ‘of vaccination. 

| It is in evidence that one woman recently was so 
| much poisoned by vaccine virus, that the doctors 
were obliged to amputate her arm to prevent mor 
tification. One young man now lies at the point 
of death with confluent small-pox, who had been 
vaccinated but a few weeks previously. A number 
of deaths by small-pox have been reported to us, 
where the subjects had been’ vaccinated a short 
time before. These cases only confirm still more 
strongly the testimony given below from an Eng- 
lish publication, of the evils of vaccination. Let 


ones which have names and characters most re- 
pulsive to humanity. As a “preventive of small- 
pox, vaccination is worse than useless; while, asa 
means of inoculating the human system with foul 
humors of many kinds, and thus insuring diseases 
in healthy subjects, it is alarmingly efficacious. 
Read the following report of the proceedings of the 


Anti-Compuisory Vaccination League. 


An extraordinary meeting of this Society was held 
at the house of Dr. Collins on May 5th. Invitations 
had been sent to ladies, anumber of whom attended. 
It was altogether an influential. meeting. Sir J. 
Clarke Jervoise, M. P., occupied the cbair. Letters 
were read from the Right Hon. Wm. Cowper and 
others, who, though sympathizing with the move- 
ment, were unable to attend. - Drs. Pearce and 
Collins, accompanied by Mr. Gibbs, were anthorized 
to attend the meeting of the Homeopathic Society, 
for the purpose of discussing the effects of vacciua- 
tion. Those gentlemen kindly complied with the 
request. A very animated conversation was sus- 
tained by a number of medical men present. Dr. 
Pearce thought Anti-Vaccinators were right from a 
social, physiological, and natural pointof view. He 
became more and more. convinced of the foliy and 
farce of vaccination, and intended to go on with his 
researches. He called their attention. to the report 
that small-pox had been stamped out in Scotland; 
but he had just read that.96 per cent. of the infants 
born in some parts of Scotland were dying, which 
fearful mortality he believed to be the result of vae- 
cination. ‘The vaccinators had made the most lame 
excuses; he deprecated the sin and wickedness of 
infecting the healthy with matter from a diseased 
brute. Since he had written his essay, he was more 
than ever convinced that vaccination was not a pre- 
ventive of small-pox. Dr. Marsden, of the Small- 
Pox Hospital, stuted that, of 104 cases of small- 
pox admitted into that institution, 29° had been 
uuvaceinated, 74 vaccinated, and one inoculated. 
Of the 29, three died; but of the 74 who had been 
vaccinated, 42 died; showing that the danger to life 
Was greatly increased by vaccination. while no re- 
liable protection was afforded. It was a favorite 
platitude of Dr. Marsden, that vaccination saved 
scrofulous children from the small-pox, and when 
they grew up they died of consumption, because of 
their predisposition to that disease. Dr. Pearce, 
however, coutroverted this view by stating that the 
death-rate of infants was higher than ever. He con- 
sidered that the type of the disease was much ameli- 
Orated in modern times, and that the mode of treat- 
ing it was much improved. Dr. Ellis said he was a 
new convert, but his investigations had led him to 
discover the cause of many obscure diseases which 
he could not account for previously. He wentintoa 
very valuable physiological argument to show that 
diseases were all produced by artificial means, and. 
he declared that vaccination was one of these means 
of destroying health. He gave instances of families, 
some members of which had not been vaccinated 
and were quite healthy, whereas other members, who 
had also been healthy, had, since the operation of 
vaccination, been very muchaffliicted. Heinstanced 
bad eyes,.eruptious on various parts of the body, 
and other filthy and unnameable diseases as proce¢d- 
ing directly from vaccination; he hoped a royal 
commissiou would yet be instituted, aud thus offer 
an opportunity for bringing these facts before the 
publie. Dr. Collins said he could conscientiously 
give a certificate to all parents that their children 
were not in a fit state to receive the vaccine poison, 
He gave an instance of a nurse who inoculated with 
small-pox the children confided to her care, and, 
though they had been previously. vaccinated, ber 
house continually had the small-pox in it. He said 
that whatever lowered the vitality made the system 
more subject to all kinds of disease, and that vacci- 
nation debilitated the system, aud thus was a cause 
of small-pox and other diseases. . A man once inocu- 
lated a cow in a London cow-sbed, for the purpose of 
procuring real vaceine lymph, but the whole of the 
cows took the disease and Gied ot plevroppeumonia, 
or consumption, because they lived ia an unhealthy 
atmosphere. When the same operation was tried on 
cows in the country, only one in forty thus operated 
upon took the infection at- all. -He ridiculed the 
idea tbat there could be such a thing as pure lymph, 
which was itself matter from a diseased animai, pro- 
curable alike from the cow or horse with lung dis- 
ease, and often transmitting lung disease to the hu- 
man subject. Dr. Collins also said that, before the 
age for vaccination, or five mouths after birth, the 
mortality amongst infauts was merely nominal, but 
trom five months up to five years the deuth-rate 
amongst children was 50- per. cent. whieh enormous 
difference in mortality he attributed to the results of 
vaccination. Dr. Harding, replying to the direct ap- 
peal of Dr. Collins, said he was in favor of vaccina- 
tion, but not of a compuisory law. He believed 
that the operation did to a certain extent prevent 
small-pox, but there were many evils to couuter- 
balance it. He thought the attention of the public 
and the profession ought to be calied to the matter. 
Dr. Harding also gave expression to some very en- 
lightened thoughts. upon the nature of disease, in 
which he said he was of opinion that all diseases 
might yet be resolved into. some simple correlative 
element, and that disease would be best prevented 
by hygienic means. He ridiculed the popular idea 
that children must have measles, small-pox, and oiber 
so-called children’s diseases. He thought it a great 
hardship that those who believed the practice to be 
bad should have it enforced upon them under a pen- 
alty. Mr. Gibbs asked the advice of the meeting as 
to a case in which a father was prosecuted for refus- 
ing to have his child vaccinated. . The committee re- 
solved to render the father all the assistunce possi- 
ble. Mr. Stevens read a letter from a poor working- 
man who had been fined for not having his child 
examined after vaccination, the weather being too 
severe and the distance too greatto allow the mother 
to take. The amountof fine and expenses wasin the 
instauce first £2 19s 6d. On her saying that they had 
charged the fine double, they took off 20s. She had 
not the amount with her, but the doctor lent her 10s be 
bad made off the job to enable her to pay the demand 
of the magistrate. He mentioned another family of 
six. The tirst two children had been vaccinated, but 
had suffered from ill-health ever since, consequently 
the mother refused to have the rest of her children 
thus sacrificed. A change in the parish authorities 
was the occasion of the family receiving a letter 
threatening prosecution, which the mother at once 
threw into the fire. Another. was served on the 
husband personally, but he said bis wife would burn 
it. Tbe medical officer then called in person and 
said, ‘‘Mistress your, children want vaccinating.” 
“ No, they don’t!” she replied, and said firmly tbat 
she would strike the first man who would dare to 
put his hand upon them. ‘But you will be fined,” 
suid the doctor. ‘Well, then, fine away,” was the 
reply; and she had heard no more of it. 


Vaccination was thus not only shown to be an 
evil, but the action of the last law respecting it was 
either an undignitied farce or an ignoble cruelty. 

The chairman said the law was tyranny, and, as a 
magistrate, rather than enforce it, ne gave up his 
commission. Considerable discussion ensued as to 
the mode in which the League should act in respect 
to the law. A letter. was read from Dr. Nuttingero .;

—OUR CRITIC REVIEWED. 


Our worthy correspondent, “L. W. R,? was 
evidently thrown into something like a fit of chills 
and fever, a few weeks ago, on reading oii article 
on “Mediums and Their Charges.” While suffer- 
ing with that horrible disease, it is not ‘at all 
| strange if the victim thereof does talk wildly, 
even insanely, and vomit bile ‘“‘muchly,’’ as 
Artemus Ward would say. He accuses us of 
being “ first on one side, then on top, then on the 
other side of the fence”; and hence he knows not 
where to findus. His conclusions remind us of the 
answer of an individual who had been out late 
one night, and arrived at his home with his face 
badly bruised and bleeding. When inquired of 
as to the cause of his disaster, he replied that “ the 
sidewalk flew up and hit him in the face.” The 
fact is, “L. W. R.” undertook to put on a garment 
that was never intended for him,and hence 
he squirmed terribly under its tightening folds. 
We cannot conceive what should induce such a 
tremendous effort to encase himself within it, un- 
less it is a consciousness on his part that he is 
deserving of something of the kind.

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PHENOMENAL FACTS. 


Physical Manifestations. 


There are those, I believe, who yet cry humbug 


Manifestations in Baffalo. 


Permit me to mention some remarkable physical 
manifestations that have recently transpired 
through the mediumship of Brother Lane and 
myself. The most astounding raps have been 
made on the cutting-bench in the harness-shop, 


and delusion when that phase of demonstration of | by a spirit who bore the name of Thomson while 


which I am now writing is spoken of; and pos- 
sibly there may be deception in some instances, 
but with those I have nothing todo. I am now 


‘to mention what many others beside myself in 


this community know to be true. I had previous- 
ly (by my own investigation) as good evidence to be- 
lieve through the testimony of reliable witnesses, 
that such wonders did occur, asof any other fact 
existing which my own eyes had not beheld. 


Then I believed ; now I know. 


The medium in question is a Mrs. Downer, 
whose development has been very rapid, as it is 
only a short time since she knew of her capacity 
for such uses. I have attended quite a number 
of her séances, and shall only relate what I saw 
and heard myself. The persons present, when I 
have been in attendance, have ranged from three 
to ten in number, beside the medium—her hus- 
band always included. The medium was gener- 
ally seated ina chair at the end of a common 
sized breakfast-table, which was covered with mu- 
sical instruments, two guitars, an accordcon, small 
drum, two table bells, a tin horn, together with 
several books, papers, etc. Opposite her, at the 
distance of six or eight feet, were placed the per- 
sons in attendance. Then any one present could 
tie the medium as securely as they chose to her 
chair, or sew her garments to the carpet, or both, 
so that there was no possibility of her releasing 
herself. The doors locked and windows darkened, 
each holding his nei@hbor’s hand, the light was 
extinguished, when instantly loud raps were made 
upon the table, guitar strings twanged as if being 
tuned, and every indication of many lands being 
busy all over the table, the medium by that time 
deeply entranced. Soon, one after another, every 
instrument would arise and sail out on the air, as 
if endowed of itself with. life and reason; some- 
times darting back and forth above our heads, 
touching the ceiling, alighting at times on our 
heads, or gently gliding over our persons, all the 
time being played: upon to the utmost capacity 
of their sounding qualities. Bells at the same 
time jingled all around and over us, resting on 
our heads or laps, or gliding from our feet up- 
ward, and then snatched away, with the velocity 
of thought, to a remotest person or corner in the 
room. The drum would roll about or walk into 
your lap, and every other loose thing in the room 
joined in the revel. Book leaves were turned 
over, and rattled with as much noise as any human 
hands could make, sometimes placed in your lap, 
with other things brought from a side table, such 
as a large fancy. basket, flowers, pictures, and 
various parlor ornaments. 

A light has often been struck immediately after 
the cessation of these sounds, when the medium 
would be found tied, and the room empty of per- 
sons save those we knew holding hands, but such 
disorder existing as to show something beside im- 
agination had been there. During these intervals 
the entrancing spirits would talk with us, telling 
what they intended to do, or answer any inquiry 
made of them. 

Many of the operating circle are members or 
friends of the family, and among the most active, 
a former wife and two or three sons of Mr. Dow- 
ner. Those evenings I spent with the family 
oncs of 
June and July, and Mrs. D., the spirit-wife, has, 
at our request, frequently taken a palm-leaf fan, 
and used it. most vigorously, which, with other 


. means of their own, would refresh us exceedingly. 


Once an outside door opening from the room was 
unlocked, opened, and after giving us a supply of 
fresh air, was shut and locked again, although a 
heavy blanket hung over the opening, to exclude 
a ray of dim moonlight that came through. This 
was requested of the spirits, if they could do it. 
Two other doors opening from the room have fre 
quently been opened and shut with much violence. 
Loud knocks have also been given on the outside 
of these doors, by spirits desiring entrance. 

Slapping of hands and stamping of feet have at 
times startled us by their force and proximity. 
Spirit-lights, many and varied, have been shown 
us; veritable hands have patted us, brought us 
water to drink in a large tin dipper across the 
room and carried it back again, pulled down a 
lady’s hair, depositing waterfall, hair-pins, etc., in 
the lap of a gentleman at a little distance, patting 
her head, and doing all real live hands could do. 
We were generally requested to sing, and often a 
spirit voice would chime in, pronouncing the 
words distinctly. When singing 


‘There is rest for the weary,” 


- the voice carried its part as audibly as any of us 


mortals present. They spoke many words and 
short sentences to us, and: would, I think, if cir- 
cumstances were favorable, in a short time, holda 
continual intercourse. I was well acquainted with 
Mrs. Downer, who died two or three years since, 
and she always at my request would, when pres- 
ent, give me some token of recognition, patting 
my head or cheek, grasping a portion of my dress 
and shaking it, or bring me something and place 
itin my lap. She wrote a message one evening 
to her husband upon a slate, signing her name 
characteristically. During the musical perforin- 
ance, I have had one guitar resting upon my head 
and another in my lap at the same time, and both 
being. played upon. 

Another curious test is the imprint of a child’s 
foot upon flour, sifted’ smoothly upon a table. 
Sometimes, upon the edge, a part of a hand or let- 
ters would appear also. | 

Once when we were attending a circle at a neigh- 
bor’s house, some flour was brought into the room 
in a large saucer, and strewn upon a leaf of the 
table where the instruments were. During the 
evening the saucer was handled, rattled upon, and 
finally, the flour was gathered up neatly into it 
and placed upon the floor,and the table-leaf let 
down and flapped, and all the contents of the 
table rattled and stirred up generally. 


The medium is often lifted, tied as she is in her 
chair, and seated upon the table. The table-cover 
has been pinned around her like a shawl, and 
other fantastic adornments made to produce laugh- 
ter. The iron ring test is likewise given through 
her, being placed upon. her own or another’s arms 
while holding her hands. Once at the close of a 
circle, to test the effect of light, (in the full blaze 
of a lamp,) we threw acover over the table, placing 
the instruments beneath it, when the guitars were 
thrumimed, though not so powerfully as in the 
dark, and the table danced in perfect time. Mrs. 


D. has the promise of taking spirit pictures. 


Mr. Downer is an old settler in this town, and 
no one of his acquaintances would doubt his word, 
or honest intentions, The spirit-wife was a very 
good medium during her life on earth, and her 
family are all mediumistic; the present wife being 
a relative, accounts, I think, for their being such 
a variety of manifestations, and such power 
in their execution. A son of Mr. D. has some- 
times sat in the circle, been tied and unticd by 
spirits, seated on the table, etc. 

lam wellaware that, in ‘this relation, I have not 
given a description equal’ to the reality. Many 
other facts have transpired, I have been told by 
persons present during the day, such as voices, 
raps, music from the guitar, things hidden and 
brought back again, and many like occurrences. 
—“ A. C. 8.2 in Banner of Light. 
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A WONDERFUL MALE SOPRANO SINGER, who 
sings under spirit control, is astonishing the Bos- 
tonians at the present time.

in the form, and who passed away some two years 
since. This man, while in the physical, possessed 


a remarkably strong constitution, was a fine 


medium, and is therefore correspondingly powerful 
as a spirit. Two years before he passed away, I 
witnessed some very singular manifestations in his 
presence, such as the falling of written communi- 
cations upon the table, the spirits finding their 
own paper and ink. >} 

_But to return to Brother Lane’s shop. In ad- 
dition to the raps; money, in small quantities, has 
falled. At one time twenty-four pennies, of the 
old-fashioned large description, (and not one of 
the common small ones -among them,) fell—four 
first, then twenty ; and what is quite remarkable, 
they did not scatter or roll- away, but fell in a 
cluster, and remained where they fell. One of 
these pennies had been melted on one edge, show- 
ing that it had been in a-warm place.. The spirits 
say they brought it from the Spaulding’s Ex- 
change; that when it was. burned down the last 
time, in the hurry of rebuilding, a large quantity 
was left in the lower vaults, also gold and silver 
coin, and was not. recovered.. This fire occurred 
some thirteen or fourteen years since: Sixteen 
cards were also thrown down about the same time 
as the pennies... They fell in two clusters, and 
were complimentary cards from spirits under their 
own signatures, some of which were recognized in 
this city. ; , , : i 

At diferent times several bricks have fallen, the 
spirits saying that they were intended as dedi- 
catory bricks in the new Spiritual Temple which 
is to be built in Buffalo under their supervision. 
These bricks were entirely new, and had never 
been used in any building. We have also been 
the recipients of alarge number of short messages, 
which would sometimes fall, and sometimes ap- 
pear in my hat as it. lay upon the cutting bench. 
The spirits have given plain and distinct raps on 
our heads and hands, giving a thrill of joy by 
their gentle electrical touch. Sometimes they 
have spoken in an audible voice. 

At John H. Huested’s hardware store, 145 Main 
street, Buffalo, I took a piece of blank paper and 
put it into a common. glass fruit-jar, which was 
then covered and sealed. I then asked the spirits 
if they could give me a communication upon that 
paper, and have it nicely enveloped, with the seals 
undisturbed, and they answered “ Yes.” Near 
by stood a’ new stove, having upon it a boiler. 
The jar was put into the boiler, and in three 
minutes, in full daylight, a ‘communication was 
written on the paper and enclosed in an envelope, 
sealed and directed. Now let it be distinctly un- 
derstood that no envelope was put into the jar— 
only the paper—and the envelope was not like 
any they had in the ‘store. No person, except 
Win. Huested, (who was the medium,) another 
young man, and myself were present, and no one 
knew what I was about to request of the spirits. 
The paper was so marked that I would be willing 
to testify, upon oath, that it was the identical 
piece I put into the jar. 

Now let the Mahans, Faradays, and all their 
wise disciples tell how.the spirits got the envelope 
into the jar—to say nothing of the writing where 
pen or pencil could not go, and human fingers 
could not work.—Banner of Light. 
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SINGULAR PHENOMENON.—Mr. Frisbie, druggist, 
of this city, says the San José Argus. has an aquarium 
containing a large collection of pretty little gold- 
fishes. Recently the fishes were temporarily removed 
into a large, globular glass jar, filled with water. By 
accident, young Rhodes, the druggist’s clerk, dis- 
covered that by placing his forehead in contact with 
the upper portion of the glass globe, the fishes all 
acted precisely as if they had received a shock 
from an electric conductor. This set Mr. Rhodes 
to experimenting. He tried to startle the fishes by 
touching the jar at the same point with bis hand, 
with books, with his chin, face and elbows, all witb- 
out effect. Hven thumping smartly upon the jar 
with his knuckles failed to get up a piscatory excite- 
ment: but whenever he touched the glass with the 
top of his forehead, the fishes were instantly thrown 
into violent agitation. It was found that the phen- 
omenon did not occur when the forhead was brought 
in contact with any point below the center, or equa- 
torial portion of the glass globe. Queries: Does 
this go to prove that there is a true physical galvan- 
ic battery in the top of the human cranium? Does 
it go to prove the polarity of the water and of the 
glass jar? Does it furnish a faint inkling of the 
source Of cerebral excitation. which produces the 
phenomena of thought, memory, and muscular mo- 
tion?

Singing Schools for Birds. 


There is such a school as this, and very good 
scholars it makes. They cannot read or write, 
‘but they can sing.. They sing a few simple notes, 
like the small linnets you may hear in the fields; 
but, after they are taught, they will ‚whistle reg- 
‘ular tunes. PEEM 

Last summer I was at a friend’s house at Nahant. 
I rose early in the morning, and went down stairs 
‘to walk on the piazza. While there I heard, as I 
thought, some person whistling a tune in a very 
sweet style. I lurked around, but could see no 
one. Where could the sound come from? I 
looked up, and saw a little bird in a cage. The 
cage was hung in the midst of flowers and twining 
plants. “ Can it be,” thought I, “that such a 
little bird as that has been taught to sing a regu- 
lar tune so sweetly ?? Idid not know what to 
make of it! When my friend came down stairs, 
she told me that it was indeed the little bird who 
had whistled the sweet tune. Then my friend 
cried out to the bird, “ Come, Bully, sweet little 
Bully Bulfinch, give us just one more tune.” And 
then this dear little bird hopped about its cage, 
looked at its mistress, and whistled another sweet 
tune. It was so strange to hear abird whistle a 

—-regater—tanct}—_““Mow, Buty,” sail ay Iriend, 
“you must give us ‘Yankee Doodle.’ Come, 
come, you shall have some nice fresh seed if you 
will whistle ‘Yankee Doodle.’” And the little 
thing did whistle it, much to my surprise. 

My friend then told me that she brought the 
bird from the little town of Fulda, in Germany, 
where there are little schools for teaching these 
birds to sing. When a bulfinch has learned to 
‘sing two or three tunes, he is worth from forty 
to sixty dollars; for he will bring that price in 
France or England. Great skill and patience are 
needed to teach these birds. Few teachers can 
have the time to give to the children under their 
. charge so much care as these bird-teachers give to 
their bird-pupils. The birds are put into classes 
of about six each, and kept for a time in a dark 
room. Here, when their food is given to them, 
they are made to hear music; so that when they 
have eaten their food, or when they want more 
food, they will sing, and try to imitate the tune 
they have just heard. This tune they probably 
connect with the act of feeding. As soon as they 
begin to imitate a few notes, the light is let into 
the room; and this cheers them still more, and 
makes them feel as if they would like to sing. In 
some of these schools the birds are not allowed 
either light or food till they begin to sing. These 
are the schools where the teachers are most strict. 

After being thus taught in classes, each bulfinch 
is put under the care of a boy, who plays his organ 
from morning till night, while the master or mis- 
tress of the. bird-school goes round to see how the 
pupils are getting on. The bulfinches seem to 
Know at once when they are scolded, and when 
they are praised. by their master or mistress ; and 
they like to be petted when they have done well. 
The training goes on for nine months; and then 
the birds have got their education, and are sent 
to England or France, and sometimes to America, 
to be sold.. The Nursery.
